W ashington, July 23.—The senate 
was startle*! by a recital of outrages 
and atrocities com mitted by Mexicans 
against Am erican citizens. 
Senator 
A. B. Fall of New Mexico addressed it 
for nearly three hours, giving the 
facta and charging specifically that 
the state departm ent has refused to 
take steps to protect Am erican life 
and property in Mexico or to punish 
those who have been guilty of the of­ 
fenses. 
Not since th e days when Am ericans 
w ere horrified by reading the details 
of atrootties com mitted under the rule 
of General W eyler in Cuba has there 
been such a recital 
in the United 
States senate as was delivered by Sen­ 
ator Fall. 
The senator is a Republican and a 
friend and supporter of President Taft, 
but his arraignm ent of the sta te de­ 
partm ent was so severe th a t at the 
conclusion 
of 
the 
speech 
Senator 
Swanson of Virginia dem anded that 
the senate com m ittee on foreign re­ 
lation* im m ediately investigate and re­ 
port to the senate w hether the charges 
w ere well founded and if so to call 
those officially responsible to account 
for them. 
It was the second speech of any 
length that Senator Fall had m ade in 
the senate. 
It has been known for 
tom e tim e th a t he it the cham pion of 
an aggressive policy In dealing with 
Mexioo and he is Outspoken in favo’' 
of an invasion by the United S tates to 
restore order and protect Am erican in­ 
terests. 
A form er Juatice of the su­ 
prem e court of his state, a man of 
great legal ability, as well as a public 
speaker of force, Senator Fall pro­ 
cured close in terest while he spoke. 
"If the Am erican people knew all 
af the facts connected with the out­ 
rages and atrocities 
com m itted on 
Am erican citizens by the M exicans,” 
he said, "all of the troops In the U nit­ 
ed States would not be sufficient to 
prevent 
them 
from 
m arching 
into 
Mexico and avenging the wrongs com­ 
m itted.”

Chairm an Clayton 
Gives Out 
Long 


Statem ent Saying That W hile Case 


Oould Still Be Pressed the Object 


Sought H as Been Accom plished and 


Therefore No Further Action W ill 


Be Taken.

23 —Chairm an 
H enry D. Clayton of the house ju­ 
diciary com m ittee announced that he 
considered 
unnecessary 
further im­ 
peachm ent proceedings against Feder­ 
al Judge Hanford of Washington, who 
resigned. 
In 
a 
lengthy 
statem ent 
Chairm an Clayton declared that while 
congress has the power to try a fed­ 
eral official 
for impeachment even 
after he has resigned he did not be­ 
lieve tha«t course necessary in this 
case. 
Chairm an 
Clayton 
instructed 
the 
subcom m ittee, now in Seattle taking 
testim ony in the Hanford case, to dis­ 
continue its work. 
He received the following m essage 
from 
R epresentative Graham , chair­ 
m an of iths subcom m ittee: 
"Judge Hanford has just forwarded 
his resignation to the attorney gen 
era I. 
W e are not quite done taking 
testim ony, but nearly so. 
The sub­ 
com m ittee unanim ously favors to dis­ 
continue the taking of further te sti­ 
mony.” 
In his statem ent Chairm an Clayton 
cited the precedent of the case of 
Secretary of W ar Belknap, who was 
im peached ami tried by th e senate, 
after his resignation had been accept 
eel by President Grant. The articles of 
im peachm ent against Belknap failed 
to receive the necessary two-thirds 
vote in the senate. 
In conclusion Mr. 
Clayton says: 


Main Object Accomplished. 


"The main object of im peachm ent 
being to get rid of an unfaithful of­ 
ficer, having been accom plished in 
this case by the resignation of Judge 
H anford, if It is true th at he was un­ 
faithful, there seem s to be no neces­ 
sity for im peachm ent in order to dis­ 
qualify him from hereafter holding 
any office of honor or profit under the 
U nited States. 
I take it th a t no pres­ 
ident will ever appoint him and no 
constituency would ev e r elect him to 
any office of honor or profit. Of course 
there will be no formal action on the 
part of the com m ittee on the judiciary 
until a report Is m ade by the subcom­ 
m ittee which I appointed to investi­ 
gate the alleged m isconduct of Judge 
H anford.” 
R epresentative Berger, the Socialist 
m em ber from W isconsin, who intro­ 
duced the resolution which began the 
im peachm ent inquiry of H anford’s con­ 
duct, announced he would drop the 
m atter. 
"It closes the case so far as I am 
concerned,” he said. 
"I take Judge 
H anford’s resignation as an adm ission 
of guilt. It cannot be construed other-

Although 
he got but a little way along toward 
a com plete speech it was said th at 
his main argum ent for re-election to 
the com m ittee of notification would 
be based on the achievem ents of his 
adm inistration and upon the tariff. 
Republican leaders belie e that the 
president will point to the differences 
between the Republican and Demo­ 
cratic platform s, especially with re­ 
spect to a tariff plank. They are hope­ 
ful that the president’s argum ent for 
a protective system will be helpful iu 
the cam paign and there is little doubt 
that the speech will be introduced in 
congress later and will be used as a 
docum ent by the national com mittee.
